Orders Inquiry 


Detroit.—Immediately after Fed- 
eral Judge Arthur J. Tuttle Mon- 
day signed the formal decree in 
the Hupp Motor Car Corp. litiga- 
tion that has been going on for 
nearly a year, he ordered a special 
investigation -with a view of re- 
turning to Hupp money he charged 
was unlawfully extracted by 
Archie M. Andrews, former chair- 
man of the corporation. Judge 
Tuttle permitted the tentative de- 
cree approved Nov. 4 to be 
amended. Andrews is censured in 
the court’s conclusion, which as- 
serts he committed wrongful, 
fraudulent and illegal acts for 
personal profits. 


Makers Protest Tariff 


Ottawa, Canada. — Canadian 
automobile makers, Monday, ap- 
pealed to the tariff board for can- 
cellation of concessions made to 
the United States under the new 
trade treaty. They argued that 
their higher manufacturing cost 
justified a spread between Ameri- 
can and Canadian prices.

To Fight NRLB 


Detroit.—The Fruehauf Trailer 
Co., Monday, decided to start 
legal action to nullify the order 
of the National Labor Relations 
Board’s order that the company 
reinstate seven discharged men, 
give them back pay, stop inter- 
fering with organization of work- 
ers and abolish a detective to re- 
port on union activities. 

The company contends that the 
discharge was the result of a 
slump in business. Victor W. 
Klein, counsel for the company, 


declares that the Wagner Act is 
unconstitutional. Suit was to be 
filed Tuesday morning in the Cin- 
cinnati Circuit Court of Appeals. 


Decision Reversed 
Philadelphia.—The United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals has re- 
versed an accounting decree by 
the Federal District Court at 
Pittsburgh that awarded $414,120 
damages to Triplex Safety Glass 
Co. against Pittsburgh Plate 
Glass. The former ruling allowed 
Pittsburgh to deduct $1,696,401 on 
defective glass which was re- 
turned and $1,108,692 it was cred- 
ited with for the use of patents 
which were originally ruled in- 
fringements on Triplex. The 
change will restate the sums to 


include the two, which total 
$2,805,094. 

Charge Violation 
Washington.—Counsel for the 


Federal Trade Commission has 
recommended that the commis- 
sion issue an order that the 
Goodyear Tire & Rubber Co. 
“cease and desist” alleged viola- 
tion of anti-trust laws through 
price discriminations.
